Dear Mr. Smathers: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA 2013-004541) request 
dated May 5, 20 1 3 . Your request sought a copy of the event logs for the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA) Domestic Events Network for the period 
May 1 to May 10, 2013. Your request was assigned to the Air Traffic Organization 
ollice of System Operations Services for processing. 

A search was conducted and enclosed are 65 pages of records responsive to your 
request. However, portions of these records have been redacted under FOIA exemption 
title 5 United States Code (U.S.C.), section 552(b)(7)(A) and (b)(7)(E), which protects 
from disclosure records or information compiled for law enforcement purposes " 
Section 552(b)(6) protects information in "personnel and medical files and similar 
files the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy." Specifically, section 552(b)(7)(A) protects those records which 
could reasonably be expected to interfere with enforcement proceedings 
Section 552(b)(7)(E) protects those records which "would disclose techniques and 
procedures for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose 
guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law." 

It was also determined the Transportation Security Administration (TSA) has an interest 
in the responsive records. Therefore, under title 49, Code of Federal Regulations part 7 
section 7. 16(a), we sought its input for any added redactions. The TSA determined that ' 
portions of this record are to be redacted under FOIA exemption 3. This exemption 
allows withholding information prohibited from disclosure by another Federal statute 
The applicable statute, title 49, U.S.C., section 1 14(r)(l)(C), prohibits the release of 
sensitive security information because its disclosure would "be detrimental to the security 
of transportation." 3
